IN SENATE ON MONDAY

Subcommittee Rushes Its Work
on the $500,000,000 Build-

WASHINGTON, June 30,~—The Senale
Naval Affairs Commliites today recelved the
rubcommittes’'s recommendation for erowd-
ing the §8500,000,000 naval bullding program
into three years It went to work im-
mediately to' put the finlshing touches on
the subcommittes’s report with the expecta-
tion of having It ready for Introduction In
the Senate by Monday.
